Huge quake jolts Costa 
Rica, two killed 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (AFP) 
- A powerful 7.6-magnitude 
earthquake struck Costa Rica’s 
Pacific coast yesterday, killing 
two people, briefly knocking 
out power and phone lines, and 
triggering tsunami warnings, 
authorities said. 

Residents reported trees 
toppled, rooftops damaged and 
roads split by the quake near 
the epicenter in the coastal 
province of Guanacaste. Peo¬ 
ple rushed into the streets 150 
kilometers (95 miles) away in 
the capital San Jose. 

A Red Cross spokesman 
said a man and a woman died 


after suffering heart attacks in 
the town of Filadelfia, not far 
from Nicoya, which is roughly 
10 kilometers (six miles) from 
the epicenter. 

"Here in Nicoya, fortu¬ 
nately we have only seen very 
minor injuries, people with 
minor cuts — nothing signifi¬ 
cant given the magnitude of 
the storm," said the 
spokesman, Adolfo Saenz. 

Costa Rican President 
Faura Chinchilla said: "The 
most important thing is to re¬ 
main calm, there is no major 
damage."

Prosecutor’s Office announces results 


of February shooting incident in 
Oranjestad 


On Tuesday afternoon, Sep¬ 
tember 4, Chief Prosecutor 
Peter Blanken made an offi¬ 
cial statement regarding the 
outcome of an unusual en¬ 
counter between police and 
three alleged drug dealers, 
taking place on February 22 
of this year. 

Aruban police were wor¬ 
king cooperatively with the 
U.S. DEA to apprehend three 
Colombian citizens on Aruba, 
believed to be trafficking in 
large quantities of illegal sub¬ 
stances. According to police 
reports, one of the suspects 
was on the island illegally. 
Aruban police were ap¬ 
proached by the DEA and re¬ 
quested to assist in an ope¬ 
ration to apprehend them in the 
act. 

A U.S. DEA agent was 
working undercover as a 
buyer, meeting with one of the 
dealers in a restaurant at the 
Renaissance Marketplace to 
negotiate a deal. After coming 
to an agreement, the suspect 
then phoned his two cohorts, 
who were driving around the 
area with the product in their 
car. 

Prosecutor Blanken ex¬ 
plained that once arrangements 
were made for an exchange 
and the vehicle pinpointed, it 
was stopped and surrounded 
by an Aruban SWAT team, 
guns drawn, which ordered the 
two suspects to exit the car. 
This took place in the traffic 
lane passing around the shop¬ 
ping center, on the Wilhelmina 
Park side. 

The suspects refused to exit 
the vehicle. Three of the arres¬ 
ting team involved in the oper¬ 
ation had surrounded the car. 
According to the officers’ re¬ 
port, one of them opened a 
door to extract the driver and 
passenger. During this process, 
his motion caused him to acci¬ 
dentally discharge his weapon. 
No one was hurt by the shot; 
the bullet went into the rubber

bumper of the back door. This 
action, however, caused the 
other two officers in the arres¬ 
ting team to perceive they were 
being fired upon by the sus¬ 
pects. They responded by 
opening fire and the two indi¬ 
viduals in the car were killed. 

Tue s day ’ s announcement 
comes as a result of a long and 
complete analysis of the inci¬ 
dent by the Prosecutor’s Of¬ 
fice, both Aruban and Dutch 
investigative teams, and the of¬ 
ficial police forensics squad. 
Prosecutor Blanken explained 
that their findings confirm the 
report of the arresting team. An 
extensive and high quality 
video security system main¬ 


tained by the shopping mall 
recorded the entire incident. 
He acknowledged it was ex¬ 
tremely helpful in bringing 
the investigation to a close. 

The final conclusion of the 
Prosecutor’s Office regarding 
the actions of the arresting 
team, was to exonerate them 
of blame in the shooting inci¬ 
dent. Evidence confirms the 
original discharge of the offi¬ 
cer’s weapon was accidental 
and since no one was hurt, he 
was cleared of any charges. 

The Prosecutor’s Office 
expressed that the other two 
officers followed criteria for 
such a situation, and since 
they had adequate reason to 
believe they were in mortal 
danger, they were legitimately 
defending themselves from a 
threat. 

The official statement of 
police and the Prosecutor’s Of¬ 
fice expressed their regrets at 
the lamentable outcome of the 
operation, but do not consider 
it actionable against the arrest¬ 
ing officers. A search of the car 
uncovered 12 kilos of cocaine. 
The third alleged perpetrator, 
W.G.H.-A, is in custody awai¬ 
ting extradition to the United 
States for prosecution. The 
suspect is contesting the extra¬ 
dition, a process that can take 
up to a year.

ORANJESTAD - The gov¬ 
ernment, without being spe¬ 
cific, has indicated that in 
view of the situation presented 
by Valero, similar to what 
took place last March when 
they suspended operations of 
the refinery, that the Depart¬ 
ment for Labor Progression 
(DPL) and the Department of 
Labor (DAO), stands ready to 
help those who get laid off. 
DPL and DAO have initiated 
conversations with the refin¬ 
ery and contractors who were 
working in the refinery. 

After taking an inventory 
of all employees who are/ 
were employed in the refinery, 
they have initiated a process 
with a special unite at the DPL 
to attend to this group of per¬ 
sons and to intermediate in 
finding suitable job functions 
for them in the community. 

Together with the Valero 
Department of Human Re¬ 
sources they will ascertain 
which employees will remain 
to continue with the transship¬ 
ment operations of the refin¬ 
ery. Notwithstanding that such 
an exercise is always exclu¬ 
sively the prerogative of the 
employer (Valero) and not of 
the government; it appears 
that the government will help 
decide who stays and who 
does not stay with Valero! 

Re-locating employees 


with specific skills such as 
those employed at Valero, is 
going to be a big feat! Appar¬ 
ently, the government is going 
to approach various utility 
companies of the government 
to see if there are any vacan¬ 
cies to help place these em¬ 
ployees who have or will lose 
their jobs at the Valero Aruba 
Refinery. 

The government intends to 
use the social dialogue and the 
private sector to make the 
transition from Valero jobs to 
other jobs less painful for 
these employees. No matter 
what one does, losing a job re¬ 
mains a very painful experi¬ 
ence and a blow that cannot 
be softened!

A few days ago you read the 
article I wrote on the bad fa¬ 
mily habits we must let go if 
we are to have healthy, happy 
families.

Complaining, 2. Crowded 
Schedules, and 3. Chaos in 
the House! 

Today I want to spell out 
the remaining three bad 
habits. If we let these go, we 
will be on the way to a happy 
and healthy family. As you 
know habits are not very easy 
to break once they are 
formed. So, it goes without 
saying that breaking many of 
these habits will not be easy, 
they will require a 
great deal of work, de¬ 
termination and stick- 
to-itive- ness. But, I 
guarantee, that who¬ 
ever takes these mat¬ 
ters seriously and 
really want to create 
an atmosphere of 
peace, love and gen¬ 
uine happiness in the 
family, will do what¬ 
ever it takes to break 
these bad habits. The 
first of the remaining 
three bad habits to 
break are: 

4. Calling out loud -Yelling: 

Calling out loud is just an¬ 
other word for yelling. And 
there are those who seem to 
consider calling out loud, or 
yelling, something very com¬ 
mon in a family. So many fa¬ 
milies have one or more 
persons who yell all the time 
at each other in the family. 
Some mothers somehow 
think that yelling is the only 
way to get children’s attention 
or to get things done around 
the house. But yelling is the 
very worst form of communi¬ 
cation there is. Yelling is a 
symptom of a much deeper 
personal problem of the one 
doing the yelling, and a symp¬ 
tom of a problem within the 
family where the yelling takes 
place. The person who is con¬ 
stantly yelling unknowingly 
is crying out for help for 
themselves, and the family 
who gets yelled at is in need 
of serious help as well. 
Yelling is a sign of disrespect, 
powerlessness and poor com¬ 
munication. It is also conta¬ 


gious; you find that people 
begin to shout back at you. 

What you need to work on 
immediately is to stop the 
yelling, and start listening, 
stop it now and see what hap¬ 
pens, and then consider get¬ 
ting help from a good 
counselor. 

5. Closing down: 

By closing down, I mean 
shutting people out and going 
off to do your own thing. 
When you close down and 
shut people out, this causes 
the family to disintegrate. It 
creates little individual iso¬ 
lated members within the 
family structure. Everybody 
becomes a little island unto 
themselves. Instead, family 
members should use their free 


time to spend together. What 
do we see in so many ‘good’ 
families today, each goes off 
into their private own room to 
watch their own TV, or to play 
with their own Electronic 
Gadget, or ‘work’ on their 
own computer! Personal time 
is good and healthy, but fam¬ 
ily time is also very essential. 
If you want a healthy, happy 
home, begin spending time 
with each other. Get together 
for dessert, ice cream, play 
some game together, watch a 
movie together, walk the dog 
together. Do this at least once 
or twice a week and you will 
thank me for the advice when 
next we meet, I guarantee it! 
Something we do as the 
Green’s family very fre¬ 
quently, is we just sit 
around the dinner table, or 
on the bed and just talk, 
and talk. It keeps us close 
as a family. This physical 
proximity will build an 
emotional closeness which 
is necessary for the healthy 
development of children and 
families. So, break the bad 
habit of closing down! 


6. Criticizing each other: 

You’d be flabbergasted to 
know how prevalent this issue 
is in homes today! So many 
homes are infested with criti¬ 
cism. Children get criticized 
for the way they wear their 
clothes or do their hair or 
wear their sneakers, or carry 
their bag, etc. Mothers get 
criticized for wearing that 
dress, or their hairstyle, or for 
the food they cooked or didn’t 
cook. Fathers get criticized 
for the way they drive the car 
or took that turn, or for not 
seeing the cat crossing the 
road, or for the way they 
looked at the woman across 
the street, or for not being 
there when Jimmy stumbled 
and fell, or for you-name-it! 
Anyone who lives in 
an atmosphere of con¬ 
stant or even sporadic 
criticism will be seri¬ 
ously affected emo¬ 
tionally. Children who 
live with constant crit¬ 
icism are affected 
emotionally and de- 
velopmentally. Decide 
today, to just stop the 
criticism, drop the bad 
habit today! 

The moment you 
start praising instead 
of criticizing, every¬ 
thing changes, I guarantee it! 
A brand new world of happi¬ 
ness and health opens up to 
the family where there is no 
criticism, but praise instead! 
And, you know, there is AL¬ 
WAYS something to praise 
around the house, always, al¬ 
ways! Start praising and stop 
the bad habit of criticizing 
and see your world, your fam¬ 
ily, YOU change!

MIAMI (AFP) - US forecast¬ 
ers warned yesteday that for¬ 
mer tropical storm Leslie had 
swollen to become hurricane, 
the sixth of the Atlantic season.

MADRID (AFP) - US prose¬ 
cutors are secretly preparing a 
case against WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange for 
publishing a cache of sensitive 
diplomatic cables, his lawyer 
Baltazar Garzon said yester¬ 
day.

He fears that if sent to Swe¬ 
den, he will be re-extradited to 
the United States to stand trial 
for spying for publishing the 
leaked US diplomatic cables 
that embarrassed governments 
around the world. 

Spain’s Garzon, known for 
once pursuing Chile's former 
dictator Augusto Pinochet, said 
he was convinced that a "secret 
grand jury" in the United 
States had launched an inves¬ 
tigation into Assange and Wik¬ 
iLeaks.

he US Geological Survey ini¬ 
tially said the quake, which 
struck off the Pacific coast of 
Costa Rica, measured 7.9 on 
the Moment Magnitude Scale, 
but revised both the intensity 
and location in a subsequent 
advisory. 

In its latest advisory, the 
USGS said the quake meas¬ 
ured 7.6 and struck at a depth 
of about 40 kilometers. 

A tsunami warning was is¬ 
sued for Costa Rica, Panama 
and Nicaragua, but later can¬ 
celled, the US Pacific Tsunami 
Warning Center said. Initially, 
the warning had extended from 
Mexico to Peru. 

"We felt it very strongly, 
and ran, afraid that the house 
was going to come down. Peo¬ 
ple are very alarmed," a 
Nicoya resident told a local 
radio station. 

A USGS map showed the 
quake centered near the Pacific 
coast, in picturesque Gua- 
nacaste, a tourist area popular 
for its cliffs, beaches and surf¬ 
ing.

ROME (AFP) - An Italian 
court questioned former pre¬ 
mier Silvio Berlusconi for 
three hours yesterday as a wit¬ 
ness in a case dating to the 
1970s when he was allegedly 
blackmailed by the mafia, 
media reports said. 

The Rome hearing was part 
of the so-called DellUtri affair, 
named after one of Berlus¬ 
coni's close aides who was 
sentenced to seven years in 
prison in 2010 for collusion 
with organised crime figures. 

In March, Italy's highest ap¬ 
peal court had overturned the 
conviction of senator Marcello 
Dell'Utri for association with 
the mafia, ordering a new trial. 

DellUtri, from Palermo, 
Sicily, was sentenced in 2004 
to nine years' imprisonment 
over links to leaders of Sicily's 
Cosa Nostra crime group. 

The Palermo court of ap¬ 
peal upheld the conviction in 
June 2010 but reduced the sen¬ 
tence to seven years. It also 
said Dell'Utri was a contact 
point between Berlusconi and 
the Cosa Nostra. 

The senator had allowed the 
Cosa Nostra to "hook on to one 
of the biggest Italian busi¬ 
nesses of the time, gaining il¬ 
licit profit from extortion", the

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Nigeria navy retakes control Strikers threaten to make S.African

LAGOS (AFP) - Nigeria’s

TRIPOLI (AFP) - Abdullah al- 
Senussi, dead Libyan dictator 
Moamer Kadhafi's former spy 
chief wanted by the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court for 
crimes against humanity, was 
extradited to his home country 
yesterday. 

The fugitive’s extradition 
from Mauritania, where he was 
arrested in March as he tried to 
enter the country from Mo¬ 
rocco using a Malian passport 
under a different name, was 
first announced by Mauritan¬ 
ian state television. 

In Tripoli, deputy prosecu¬ 
tor general Taha Baara con¬ 
firmed to AFP that Senussi was 
back in the country. 

Yesterday’s move comes 
after Libya said Kadhafi's son 
Seif al-Islam will go on trial 
this month in the town of Zin- 
tan, despite an ICC warrant 
against him also for arrest on 
charges of crimes against hu¬ 
manity. 

Activists have raised con¬ 
cerns that Seif, 40, could face 
the death penalty if tried in 
Libya. Seifs lawyers said on 
July 31 he wants to be put on 
trial in The Hague for justice to 
be served. 

The ICC says Senussi, the 
former head of military intelli¬ 
gence in Libya, played a "cru¬ 
cial" role in attempting to 
crush the popular revolt that 
eventually ousted the Kadhafi

Berlin imposes conditions on 
religious circumcision 


BERLIN (AFP) - The city of 
Berlin on Wednesday imposed 
new legal conditions on par¬ 
ents who have their boys cir¬ 
cumcised, as a former head of 
Germany’s Jewish community 
blasted the national debate 
about the practice. 

Following a recent court 
ruling saying the rite 
amounted to grievous bodily 
harm, Berlin’s top justice offi¬ 
cial, Thomas Heilmann, said 
the new policy was intended 
to protect the rights of Jewish 
and Muslim parents and their 
children. 

Heilmann said this freedom 
would be upheld, but only 
with certain provisos. 

Both parents must give 
written permission after being 
informed of the risks of the 
procedure, and provide proof 
of the "religious motivation 
and religious necessity of the 
circumcision" before the child 
is old enough to take the deci¬ 
sion himself. 

Heilmann said this could 
come in the form of a written 
declaration from the parents or 
their religious congregation. 

Thirdly, the practice must 
be carried out only by doctors 
according to a "medically pro¬ 
fessional standard" including a 
sterile environment, as little 
pain as possible and care to 
stop bleeding. 

Heilmann said the location 
did not necessarily have to be 
a hospital. 


Heilmann said Berlin had 
created the new legal frame¬ 
work at the request of doctors 
seeking clarity after the court 
ruling in the western city of 
Cologne published in June. 

He said the rules would 
apply at least until the German 
parliament passes legislation 
on the issue, which is expected 
in the next few months. 

The Berlin restrictions are 
largely in line with recommen¬ 
dations last month from a par¬ 
liamentary ethics committee. 

The medical director of the 
Jewish Hospital in Berlin, 
Kristof Graf, said he was "sat¬ 
isfied with the solution" put 
forward by Heilmann, noting 
that there had been no circum¬ 
cisions performed at his facil¬ 
ity since June. 

Normally the hospital con¬ 
ducts 80 to 100 per year, Graf 
said. 

Meanwhile Germany has 
turned into a patchwork quilt 
of regulations, with public 
prosecutors in the southwest¬ 
ern cities of Stuttgart and 
Karlsruhe saying they will 
hold off taking action against 
parents who have sons cir¬ 
cumcised, at least until federal 
legislation is passed. 

Diplomats admit that the 
ruling has proved "disastrous" 
for Germany’s international 
image, particularly in light of 
its Nazi past, following uproar 
from religious and political 


leaders in Israel as well as 
Muslim countries. 

In a sharply worded news¬ 
paper column, the former head 
of the Central Council of Jews 
in Germany, Charlotte 
Knobloch, said the debate 
made her ask angrily whether 
the country still wanted a Jew¬ 
ish community.

Australian doctor reprimanded over 
gay 'cure' 


SYDNEY (AFP) - An Aus¬ 
tralian doctor has been se¬ 
verely reprimanded and 
banned from working as a gen¬ 
eral practitioner after prescrib¬ 
ing a drug to a boy who came 
to him for help to "cure" his 
homosexuality. 

A Health Care Complaints 
Commission committee found 
Mark Craddock guilty of un¬ 
satisfactory professional con¬ 
duct over his treatment of the 
18-year-old at a 10-minute 
consultation at his home in 
early 2008. 

Both men were at the time 
members of the Exclusive 
Brethren, a conservative 
Christian group whose mem¬ 
bers shun television, radio, and 
the Internet and do not vote. 

In a letter of complaint to 
the commission, the patient 


wrote that he came out as gay 
at the age of 18 and was in¬ 
formed by a church leader, 
"There's medication you can 
go on for these things." 

The patient then consulted 
Craddock. 

The commission argued that 
during the consultation the 
doctor did not provide appro¬ 
priate medical management of 
the patient's needs by failing to 
physically examine him or 
take a medical history. 

He also failed to refer him to 
a counsellor or psychologist. 


Craddock instead prescribed 
cyprostat, a drug used to treat 
prostate cancer and manage 
sexual deviation by reducing 
testosterone, in circumstances 
which were not clinically indi¬ 
cated, the commission alleged. 

The committee found that 
Craddock, while well qualified 
and experienced, also failed to 
organise appropriate follow up 
with the patient. 

Craddock, 75, admitted 
most of the particulars of the 
complaint

This time, it's due to an improperly installed engine 
component. The recall affects about 7,600 Escapes 
equipped with a 1.6-liter engine and built between Oct. 

In some of these SUVs, a 
component called a cup plug was not installed properly, 
Ford spokeswoman Marcey Zwiebel said. A loose or dis¬ 
lodged plug would cause an immediate loss of engine 
coolant. If the glycol concentration in the coolant comes 
in contact with the hot engine components, it may catch 
fire. This is the third recall for the crossover since it 
went on sale in June. The Escape was recalled earlier 
this summer because of a fuel line leak and a problem 
with the floormats. 


Apple Denies 
Hackers Claim 

Apple Inc. said it didn’t pro¬ 
vide a set of IDs tied to its de¬ 
vices to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, days after a 
hacking group claimed to 
have obtained the data from 
the computer of an FBI 
agent. 

Many app developers have 
databases of UDIDs, which 
means an organization could 
obtain them without receiv¬ 
ing them directly from Apple. 

The hackers may have 
posted some legitimate users’ 
device names and the unique 
identifier codes assigned to 
their iPhones, iPads and iPod 
Touches, according to Sean 
Sullivan, a security adviser at 
F-Secure Corp. who exam¬ 
ined a data file that the hack¬ 
ers released. It isn’t known 
whether the hackers really 
have the other information 
they claim to have redacted 
from the data file, including 
user names, mobile phone 
numbers and addresses.

Trawling is changing 
seafloor habitats; study 


PARIS (AFP) - Bottom trawl¬ 
ing is dramatically altering the 
ocean floor and harming habi¬ 
tats, similar to the way that 
farming has permanently 
changed the landscape, a 
study said on Wednesday. 

Continental slopes, the gra¬ 
dients that connect the shore¬ 
line with the ocean floor, are 
being smoothed out in areas 
that are intensively bottom- 
trawled, the team said. 

Bottom trawling entails 
dragging heavy nets and gear 
along the ocean floor to haul 
up fish species that feed near 
the sea bed. 

But it leads to vast dis¬ 
placement of sediment and 
changes to the submarine 
landscape, the team said. 

This disturbs complex 
ocean floor habitats, ’’poten¬ 
tially affecting species diver¬ 
sity” in a manner comparable 
with intensive agriculture, it 
said. 

In the northwestern 
Mediterranean, where indus¬ 
trialised trawling has been tak¬ 


ing place since the mid-1960s, 
the scientists found the prac¬ 
tice displaced 5,400 tonnes of 
sediment in just 136 days they 
monitored. 

’’Trawled continental-slope 
environments are the under¬ 
water equivalent of a gullied 
hill slope of land, part of 
which has been transformed 
into crop fields that are 
ploughed regularly, thus re¬ 
placing the natural contour- 
normal drainage pattern by 
levelled areas,” they wrote. 

And while farmers 
ploughed a few times per year, 
sea trawling can occur almost 
daily. 

The paper argued that 
trawling be added to the list of 
Man's damaging ocean lega¬ 
cies along with such phenom¬ 
ena as sea-level rise and 
acidification. 

Conservationists say a 
trawling ban will not just con¬ 
serve fish stocks but give soft 
corals, sponges and other bot¬ 
tom-dwelling creatures a 
chance to recover. 


Al-Jazeera says websites 
hacked 


DOHA (AFP) - Al-Jazeera 
news network said on 
Wednesday a number of its 
websites had been hacked, and 
Internet users reported that 
pro-Syrian regime slogans 
were posted on the broad¬ 
caster's pages. 

The main Arab satellite 
news channel said the host 
company of its websites came 
under a cyber attack which 
"caused readers wanting to ac¬ 
cess Al-Jazeera websites to be 
diverted to other pages not 
linked to us.” 

"The company is working 
on fixing the problem and has 
succeeded in restoring Al- 
Jazeera websites gradually, 
but completing the job will 


take some time,” a spokesman 
for the channel said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Internet reports said that the 
websites of the Qatar-owned 
network appeared with a Syr¬ 
ian flag along with the word 
"Hack” and a message saying 
the piracy was in "response to 
the hostile position of the 
channel towards Syria, its 
people and government.” 

The message also cited Al- 
Jazeera's "spread of false 
news.” 

Al-Jazeera has openly 
backed most Arab Spring up¬ 
risings and is strongly criti¬ 
cised by the regime of 
President Bashar Al-Assad, 
which accuses it of pro-rebel 
bias.

Facebook CEO Mark Zuckerberg won't 
sell shares for one year 


SAN FRANCISCO - With his 
company's shares sinking to 
record lows and concerns 
about its business growing by 
the day, Facebook Inc. Chief 
Executive Mark Zuckerberg is 
finally breaking his silence. 

In a move that analysts said 
was intended to reassure in¬ 
vestors about the young com¬ 
pany's prospects, Facebook 
said in a regulatory filing Tues¬ 
day that Zuckerberg would not 
sell his Facebook shares for at 
least one year. In addition, the 
reclusive Facebook founder 
will sit down next week for a 


rare onstage interview at a 
technology conference in San 
Francisco, his first public ap¬ 
pearance since his company's 
disastrous stock market debut. 

Investors have been cla¬ 
moring to hear Zuckerberg's 
take on his company's chal¬ 
lenges and the stock's collapse, 
yet he has stayed out of the 
public eye, even amid calls for 
his resignation. 

Facebook recently dis¬ 
patched Chief Financial Offi¬ 
cer David Ebersman to meet 
with investment banks. But an¬ 
alysts say the time has come to 


hear from Zuckerberg. 

"If you want to be CEO, 
you have got to be the CEO," 
Wedbush Securities analyst 
Michael Pachter said. "You 
have to be in front of people. 
You have to be accountable." 

Facebook's market value 
has been on a downward spiral 
since the initial public stock 
offering in May as doubts 
about how much the Menlo 
Park, Calif., company is really 
worth have intensified. 

The shares hit a record low 
Tuesday, falling 33 cents, or 
1.8%, to $17.73, less than half 
their IPO price of $38. They 
regained ground in after-hours 
trading when Facebook said it 
would not sell stock to cover a 
nearly $2-billion tax bill for 
stock-based compensation and 
it would allow some employ¬ 
ees to cash in their stock early.

S.Africa unveils new Mandela 
bank notes 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South Africa's central bank 
yesterday unveiled a new se¬ 
ries of bank notes featuring the 
face of anti-apartheid hero 
Nelson Mandela which should 
be in use by year-end. 

The five notes will show a 
smiling Mandela on the front 
and South Africa's big five an¬ 
imals — lion, leopard, rhino, 
buffalo and elephant — on the 
back set amid Bushmen paint¬ 
ings and locally used tradi¬ 
tional patterns. 


"We are pleased to issue 
this new series of banknotes 
which reflects South Africa's 
pride as a nation and pays tri¬ 
bute to a much-loved world 
icon," said Reserve Bank Go¬ 
vernor Gill Marcus. 

The notes are the latest 
monument to the 94-year-old 
Nobel Peace Prize-winner, 
known as one of the world's 
greatest statesmen after be¬ 
coming president after 27 
years in an apartheid jail.

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Champagne drought threatens 



REIMS (AFP) - First the bad 
news: there is going to be a lot 
less champagne to go round 
this year. 

The good news: what there 
is could be outstanding. 

After one of the worst 
spring growing seasons on 
record, producers of the 
world’s most celebrated bub¬ 
bly are bracing themselves for 
one of the smallest harvests in 
the last 20 years. 

But thanks to a hot and 
sunny August, all the signs are 
that the chardonnay, pinot noir 
and pinot meunier grapes that 
go into the king of sparkling 
wines will be packed full of 
flavour. 

’’The vines suffered every 
possible disaster up to the mid¬ 
dle of the summer,” admitted 
Champagne wine board 
(ClVC) spokesman Thibault 
Le Mailloux. 


"We feared the worst but 
August turned things around 
and all the signs are that the 
harvest will be of exceptional 
quality.” 

Heavy rain, destructive hail 
storms and late frosts have 
made it a stressful year for 
champagne producers. 

A cold and wet spring pre¬ 
vented a good flowering of the 
vines, reducing the number of 
grapes in each bunch and pro¬ 
moting the appearance of 
millerandage, a vine disease 
that leads to unevenly sized 
grapes which ripen at different 
rates. 

That was followed by frosts 
in April and May which de¬ 
stroyed the equivalent of 2,900 
hectares (7,165 acres) and hail 
storms in June and July which 
accounted for a further 1,000 
hectares (2,470 acres) in an 
area where vines had already 


been traumatised by attacks of 
two types of mildew. 

"It is going to be an atypical 
harvest to say the least,” added 
Le Mailloux. "It will certainly 
be one of the smallest of the 
last 20 years and it could be as 
much as 30 percent down on 
last year.” 

The Cl VC has set maxi¬ 
mum permitted yields at 
11,000 kg per hectare across 
the region, which translates 
into a potential 220.5 million 
bottles, 12 percent or some 30 
million bottles down on last 
year. 

The fall in output may well 
suit the producers however as 
the economic climate cuts de¬ 
mands for a drink that is inti¬ 
mately associated with good 
times and celebrations. 

In the first half of this year, 
champagne sales were down 
6.6 percent on the same period 
in 2011, largely as a result of 
slumping domestic demand 
and lower orders from the rest 
of Europe. Sales to outside the 
European Union held up bet¬ 
ter with only a 0.8 percent 
contraction. 

Mind your manners; 
Brussels to fine 
offensive language 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - The peo- 
pie of the Belgian capital will 
have to mind their manners 
carefully from now on, with 
the city authorities ready to 
levy fines of up to 250 euros 
for insults traded on the streets. 

"Any form of insult is from 
now on punishable, whether it 
be racist, homophobic or oth¬ 
erwise,” a spokesman Tuesday 
quoted Socialist mayor Freddy 
Thielemans as saying. 

Brussels, home to the EU 
and many top international in¬ 
stitutions, is known for its fam¬ 
ily-friendly and cultivated 
lifestyle but the mayor wants 
to crack down on the everyday 
unpleasantness found in any 
big city. 

To do so, officials came to 
an agreement with judicial au¬ 
thorities to impose fines of be¬ 
tween 75 and 250 euros 
($95-320) for insults, petty 
theft and rough jostling where 
no physical harm is caused. 

The spokesman for the 
mayor said the courts up to 
now had been too busy to take 
up such cases and as a result 
many police "had little incen¬ 
tive to take any action over 
such incidents.” 

The issue was highlighted in 
a recent film by Belgian direc¬ 
tor Sofie Peeters who recorded 
in secret the everyday insults 
and exchanges she ran into on 
the streets of the city. 


NASA to honor astronaut 
Armstrong September 13 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A memorial service for Neil Arm¬ 
strong, the US astronaut who became the first human 
being to set foot on the moon, will be held in the US cap¬ 
ital Washington on September 13, NASA said. NASA 
chief Charles Bolden, present and former astronauts and 
other dignitaries are expected to attend the ceremony at 
the Washington National Cathedral in honor of Arm¬ 
strong, who died on August 25 at the age of 82. Arm¬ 
strong strode into the history books on July 20, 1969 
when he became the first person to walk on the moon, 
famously calling it "one small step for (a) man, one giant 
leap for mankind." The Washington cathedral includes 
the famous stained glass Space Window, housing a 
moon rock brought back by Armstrong and fellow astro¬ 
naut Buzz Aldrin from their Apollo 11 mission. 



NEW YORK (AFP) - French shoemaker Christian 
Louboutin can trademark his famous red soles, a US 
court ruled Wednesday, reversing a ruling that allowed 
rival Yves Saint Laurent to mark its own outsoles in 
scarlet. The battle in New York federal court featured 
two of the fashion world's heaviest hitters. Last year, 
a judge ruled that Louboutin, widely recognized for the 
use of red soles, could not stop competitors from 
doing the same thing.

LONDON (AFP) - Former rac¬ 
ing driver Alessandro Zanardi 
on Wednesday won Para¬ 
lympic gold at a circuit where 
he once drove sports cars, as 
the showpiece "Battle of the 
Blade Runners" took shape on 
the track. 

It was also a day for multi¬ 
ple medallists, as the most-dec- 
orated male Paralympian took 
gold again in his ninth Games 
and Australia got a new star in 
the pool. 

The 45-year-old Zanardi's 
win in the individual H4 (hand- 
cycle) time-trial at Brands 
Hatch was a triumph for the 
Italian former Formula One 
driver, who was critically in¬ 
jured and had both legs ampu¬ 
tated after a horror smash in 
2001 . 

He battled back into motor- 
sport, even competing in a 
touring car race at the fabled 
southeast England circuit in a 
specially-adapted car with 
hand controls, before switching 
his efforts to hand-cycling. 

And although he was travel¬ 
ling much slower than in his 
Formula One and Indy heyday 
— his average speed was 
38.652 kilometres (24.017 
miles) per hour — he described 
it as "a great accomplishment, 
one of the greatest" of his life. 

"With an engine pushing 
me, I didn't realise it (the 
Brands Hatch circuit) was so 
hilly. It is very hard but if I had 
to design a course, this is what 
I would have done," he added. 

"It is beautiful, hard, it suits my 
characteristics of an old man." 

Zanardi's performance was a 
highlight of a day that also saw 
Britain's Sarah Storey win the 
women's individual C5 time- 
trial over 16km to give her a 
third gold after double success 
on the track and the 10th in her 
Games career. 

Czech Republic rider Jiri 
Jezek also won his fourth gold 
in four Games after winning 
the men's C4 time-trial. 

There were more medals for 
other multiple Paralympic 
medallists, including the most-

Del Potro — whose New 
York triumph victory in 2009 
was the only time in the last 30 
majors that either Djokovic, 
Roger Federer or Rafael Nadal 
wasn’t champion — is trying to 
make the last eight for the first 
time since that win. 

Roddick's 2003 victory in 
New York remains the last 
time an American man won a 
Grand Slam title. 

On a bumper day of action 
at Flushing Meadows, top seed 
Federer was taking on Czech 
sixth seed Tomas Berdych for 
a place in the semi-finals. 

Federer, bidding to become 
the first six-time champion in 
87 years and make a ninth 
straight semi-final in New 
York, will meet either British 
third seed Andy Murray or 
Marin Cilic, the 12th-seeded 
Croat, for a place in the final.

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Football: Van der Vaart-mania sweeps 
Hamburg 



HAMBURG (AFP) - Dutch 
midfielder Rafael van der 
Vaart has admitted he is enjoy¬ 
ing the attention surrounding 
his eagerly-anticipated return 
to help try and turn around 
Hamburg's ailing Bundesliga 
fortunes. 


The 29-year-old is back in 
Hamburg after four years 
away playing for Real Madrid 
and Tottenham Hotspur. How¬ 
ever, he agreed to return when 
Hamburg last week paid 13 
million euros (US$16.4m) for 
the 100-times capped Holland 


star. 

More than 1,000 Hamburg 
fans turned up to watch his 
first training session on Sun¬ 
day, while 2,500 supporters 
came to watch Hamburg's 12- 
0 friendly win over sixth divi¬ 
sion side SC Schwarzenbek on 
Tuesday. 

"I like the hype about me, 
now we can start really," he 
said while signing numerous 
autographs after scoring in the 
low-key friendly in Hamburg's 
suburbs. 

"I am here to take responsi¬ 
bility. 

"We have many players who 
can play football really well. 

"I hope that my return will 
create a little confidence." 

With international matches 
taking place this weekend, Van 
der Vaart's return to the Bun¬ 
desliga has been delayed until 
Sunday September 16 at Ein- 
tracht Frankfurt, who are sec¬ 
ond in the German league. 

"Rafael brings us positive 
energy," said Hamburg coach 
Torsten Fink, who is under 
pressure having lost his open¬ 
ing two Bundesliga games. 

"Our game will be much 
more creative with him. 

"And some of the players 
will grow accordingly." 

With Hamburg 15th in the 
18-strong Bundesliga table — 
the same position they finished 
last season — Germany coach 
Joachim Loew has warned 
against Hamburg basing their 
season around the Dutchman. 

"I believe that Rafael can 
help decisively, his transfer to 
Hamburg will create a spirit of 
optimism," Loew told Ger¬ 
man's Sky Sports News. 

"They shouldn't make the 
mistake in Hamburg of putting 
all their focus on Van der 
Vaart. The whole team has to 
improve."

Contador takes lead 



FUENTE DE (AFP) - Alberto 
Contador took a huge step to 
making a fairytale return to 
cycling after a two year dop¬ 
ing ban when he took the over¬ 
all lead of the Tour of Spain on 
Wednesday after winning the 
17th stage here. 

The 29-year-old Spaniard 
crossed the finish line of the 
187-kilometre (116-mile) race 
from Santander to Fuente De, 
six seconds ahead of fellow 
Spaniard Alejandro Valverde 
of Movistar. Colombian Ser¬ 
gio Henao of Sky finished 
third. 

”1 am not in my best mo¬ 
ment but I had a really strong 
desire to win. Second place is 
fine but I was always going to 
try to win," the Saxo Bank 
rider told public television 
TVE at the end of the race. 

Contador had started the 
mountainous stage through 
northern Spain 28 seconds be¬ 
hind compatriot Joaquim "Pu- 


rito" Rodriguez in the 
overall standings for the 
tour. 

But the strong perform¬ 
ance catapulted him into 
first place in the Vuelta's 
overall standings, one 
minute and 52 seconds 
ahead of Valverde. 

Rodriguez’s hopes of 
claiming his first major 
Tour win at the age of 33 
look like they are over as 
he slumped to third place 
overall, two minutes and 
28 seconds behind Conta¬ 
dor. 

The Spaniard had enter¬ 
tained great hopes of mak¬ 
ing up for his heartbreak in 
this year's Tour of Italy when 
he led going into the final 
stage only to finish second 
overall after Canadian Ryder 
Hesjedal overhauled his ad¬ 
vantage in the time-trial. 

Contador has kept his si¬ 
lence for months since the 
Swiss-based Court of Arbitra¬ 
tion for Sport handed down a 
two-year ban to the two-time 
Tour de France winner on Feb¬ 
ruary 6. 

Contador has always in¬ 
sisted that the trace of banned 
substance clenbuterol detected 
in his urine at the 2010 Tour de 
France came from a contami¬ 
nated steak he ate on the eve 
of the test. 

Contador — who was 
stripped of the third Tour de 
France win in 2010 along with 
his Tour of Italy title of 2011 - 
- is hoping this tour can help 
him turn a new page.
